Address in English. 

The papal legate delivered his ad- 
dress in perfect English with a slight 
Italian accent. His robe fell in such 
great folds that he had difficulty in 
keeping his hands up to hold the pa- 
per from which he read. 

Shortly before the mass, Cardinal 
Bonzano put aside his red robes and 
donned the heavy gold cloth stole, 
cope and mitre. In his right hand, 
as he chanted his part in the cere- 
monies, the cardinal held a crozier 
or golden staff about seven feet long. 

When the mass and installation 
services had ended the cardinals were 
first to leave the church. Police made 
a path for them through the crowds 
which packed every foot of sidewalk, 
pavement and lawn for blocks around. 
Catholic mothers fought their way to 
the side of the procession so their 
children could see the dignitaries. A 
few succeeded in kissing the hands 
of the princes as they passed, but po- 
lice kept the crowd moving as rap- 
idly as possible. 

he mass in Holy Name edthedral:

Craft Is Sighted. 

Flying southward after leaving the 
Guianas Sunday, bad weather was en- 
countered.

It still was storm- 
ing, but fortunately a craft, described 
as a large Indian canoe, was sighted. 

Duggan descended and asked for 
assistance, which was immediately giv- 
en by Captain Josina Cardosa and his 
crew. ‘The plane was towed to the 
island by another canoe, and the avi- 
ators embarked on Captain Cardosa’s 
boat and proceeded to Vigia, where 
they arrived last midnight. 

The Island of Maraca is about 300 
miles north of Bigia, and the absence 
of news for six days was due to the 
slow progress southward and ack of 
means of communication. Duggan is 
quoted as saying: "If we had passed 
five minutes later the spot where we 
sighted the craft the situation would 
have been precarious.” 

Vigia is a small coast town sliens 
60 miles north of Para and the popu- 
lation is desczibed as in a state of 
great excitement, the aviators being 
showered with attention. The mayor 
of Vigia has requested the port captain 
of Para to send a tug to Vigia to car- 
ry Duggan and Olivero back to Maraca 
so that they may refuel their machine 
and renew their flights. 

Duggan and Olivero started their 
flight from New York to Buenos Aires 
on the morning of May 24 from Staten 
Island. They flew without mishap, 
although at times they met most un- 
favorable weather conditions, to 
Charleston, S. C.; Miami, Havana,

Few people, even in Georgia, real- 
ize the enormous gross value of the 
poultry and egg production each 
year in this state. To say it is 
one-fourth as great, in money value, 


of farm conditions, and the values 
of commodity production. 


gia State College of Agriculture, in 
a statement just made public, says: 


“In 1910 the yalue of the poultry 
and eggs produced 
$4,794,696. In 1920 it was $12,420,- 
073. In 1923 it amounted to more 
than $25,000,000, and it is now at 
least $30,000,000. ‘This represents 
more than a 600 per cent increase 
during a 15-year period and an actual 
monetary increase of $1,600,000 a 
year for the period. 

“In 1920 the number of birds on 
Georgia farms totaled 7,000,000. In 
1925 we had 10,000,000—a 50 per 
cent increase in five years. In 1922 
‘the incubator capacity of Georgia was 
120,000 eggs. It is now more than 
800,000 and steadily growing. In 1920 
85 per cent of the chickens purchased 
in the state were mongrels.: Today 
95 per cent are standard bred. In 
1900 the average value of each fowl 
sold was 29 cents. 
had risen to $1.” 


And yet it is a lamentable fact 
that Georgia imports almost daily 
thousands of dozens of eggs, and 
hundreds of crates of undressed 
chickens. 


In the cold storage warehouses 
there are great quantities of Chi- 
nese and other foreign eggs. The 
gross state production does not 
even approximate the consumptive 
demands. 


Even more lamentable is the fact 
that all over Georgia there are 
farms—by the scores—on which 
there is not a chicken to be found, 
although every section of the state 
is particularly adapted to poultry 
production, as much so as Tennes- 
see, or even southern California, 
wLere poultry and egg production 
is the chief source of farm wealth. 


We have made marvelous prog- 
ress, as Dr. Soule has aemonstrated, 
for any commodity production that 
runs up to $30,000,000 is some- 
thing to be proud of. But Geor- 
gia’s poultry crop—viewed from 
the state’s marvelous advantages for 
such development—ought to be 
$300,000,000 instead.

The Russian government is expe-ci-

Of course each film is 
utilized as a piece of propaganda. 
For instance the type of American 
films selected for the Russian peas- 
ants generally depict ball room scenes 
and other picturizations of the great- 
est luxury and splendor. During the 
showing of the film an official ex- 
plainer walks through the theater, en- 
lightening the audience on the various 
scenes depicted. The American scenes 
are samples of “bourgois decay, Baby- 
lonian morality and American greed.’’

This film 
showed incidents in the historie saga 
of Siegfried. Siegfried goes out to slay 
the monster. When the monster made 
its appearance on the screen, the au- 
dience rose in fright. There were 
screams and shouts and a general panic 
ensued.

SESSION FORECAST 


City council is slated to have a 
lively session this afternuoon, two ques- 
tions of particular interest being on 
the program. 

The first matter to be taken up con- 
cerns regulation of opening and closing 
hours of municipal swimming pools on 
Sundays, and the second is the pro- 
posal to appropriate $25,000 for addi- 
tional sewers.

operation at these hours. 

Mr. Ford said he intends to pro- 
pose that pools be reopened at noon 
and close them a half hour earlier in 
the mornings. This will give At- 
lanta youngsters half an hour longer, 
even if they were closed at 9 o'clock 
at might, he said.

HIGHER SALARIES 
FOR JUDGES SEEN 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Washington, June 20.—Increased 
salaries for the federal judiciary seem 
assured before adjournment of the 
present session of congress. 

House leaders have scheduled the 
judicial salary bill for consideration 
Tuesday and although considerable 
opposition is expected, prospects are 
that the measure will be passed. 

The bill was passed by the senate 
several months ago and has been on 
the house calendar for some time, 
but action has been postponed on ac- 
count of opposition dexeloping in va- 
rious quarters, : 

The total amount now paid to the 
federal judiciary is about $1,500,000. 
The proposed increase would add a 
little more than $500,000 to this sum. 

The bill increases saiaries of the 
chief justice of the United States su- 
preme court from $15,000 to $20,500; 
associate justices from $14,500 to 
$20,000 ; judges of the United States 
circuit courts of appeals from $8,500 
to $12,500; judges of the 
States court of customs appeals are to 
receive the same increases of circuit 
judges; deputies of the court of 
claims are to be advanced from §$8,- 
000 to $12,500 for the chief justice 
and from $7,500 to $12,500 for asso- 
ciate justices; judges of the court of 
appeals to the District of Columbia 
are to be advanced from. $9,000 for 
the chief justice and $8,500 for asso- 
ciate justices, to $12,500; judges of 
the United States district courts from 
$7,500 to $10,000; chief justice of 
the supreme court of the District 
of Columbia from $8,000 to $10,500; 
associate justices of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia from $7,- 
500 to $10,000; and members of the 
board of general appraisers, the name 
of which was recently changed to the 
United States customs court from 


$8,000 to $10,000.

New York, June 20.—What has 
been going on in our stock market 
here in Wall street in the sudden re- 
covery of over half of the decline of 
30 points in the average price of 50 
representative stocks occurring in the 
spring, recalls the farmer who, seeing 
for the first time a camel with two 
remarked with wide-opened 
eyes: “There ain’t no such animal.,’’ 


Only avery short time ago when 
eneral trade was slowing down, fol- 
owing the break in the spring of 
points in the stock market, there was 
a very outstanding short interest made 
up of professional, semi-professional 
and amateur traders, who confidently 
believed that general trade would con- 
tinue to slow down, bringing about 
a major downward swing in prices 
Important banking about this time, 
eonfident that the country was not 
heading for a sustained downward 
movement in general trade, succeeded, 
after much obvious labor and perspit- 
ing in turning the bus around in the 
middle of the road with careful, train- 
ed observers remarking that light- 
waisted traders who had been selling 
borrowed stocks short were likely to 
lose their entire wearing apparel. 

As soon as important banking inter- 
ests began to take off their coats to 
turn the bus around, trained traders 
who had sold borrowed stocks short, 
began to reverse their position, fol- 
lowed by semi-professional traders. 
The amateur traders who wanted to 
make money but lacked the necessary 
technique, are the only class who re- 
mained short. It is traders in this last 
named class who are now watching 
the recovery in prices with wide open- 
ed eyes remarking “there ain’t no such 
animal.’’ 


’ Much light may be thrown on the 
existing stock market if it is studied 
from the viewpoint taken this weck 
by Henry Aechlander, economist of 
the National Bank of Commerce, in 
a talk made at Springfield, Ill., be- 
fore the Illinois Bankers’ association. 
Chandler points out that to obtain a 
correct view of the present business 
situation in relation to the fundamen- 
tal economic factors. we must consider 
this situation in connection with the

The new buying power has resulted 
principally from three factors. One, 
the shortage of equipment, governmen- 
tal, public utility and private, includ- 
ing business and industrial, construc- 
tion and housing; another, the in- 
crease in the standard of living and 
of real wages, and hence the increased 
effective demand of millions of people ; 
next, the revolution in our capital 
and credit situation, which has sup- 

lied not only an abundance of funds 
or all normal needs of production 
and consumption but also an excess of 
credit, making possible speculative en- 
terprise. The answer to the question 
why such a notable recovery in gen- 
eral business has been possible in the 
absence of good buying capacity on 
the part of two of our best sources 
of business is to be found in the ex- 
traordinary force of the new buying 
power.

The matter came to a head here when 
members of the local trading body par- 
ticipated in a referendum to decide 
whether the organization should permit 
the delivery of cotton traded in 
through the New Orleans market at 
Galveston and Houston. Results of 
the balloting, announced Friday, re- 
vealed that the Texas ports had won 
by a vote of 264 to 148. 

Friends of the proposal to extend 
these privileges to Houston and Gal- 
veston contend that the innovation 
will facilitate the hedging of cottun 
here and permit traders of the Lone 
Star State to save large sums now 
spent in defraying freight and ware- 
house storage expenses. They point 
out that under the new ruling, Tex- 
ans agreeing to deliver cotton to buy- 
ers demanding it, can turn the prod- 
uct over to the purchasers in Houston 
and Galveston cheaper than by ship- 
ping it here for delivery if they have

“The money 
raised should be distributed among the 
national committeemen and spent by 
them each in his respective state. In- 
stead, it is being spent on advertising 
and distributing literature that never 
gets the party anywhere. I am sure 
that under the plan I propose to sug- 
gest, some care will be exercised that 


-money is wisely spent in doubtful 


states and not wasted. 

“I think the idea of running into 
debt ought to be discouraged. Debts 
invariably impair the prestige of a 
political party.” . 

Mr. Gerard said he believed that 
both political parties are getting too 
close to Wall street, particularly in 
the matter of their finances.”
